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Sewage leak closes beaches

During daily monitoring of City of 
East Jordan sewer lift stations and la- 
goon operations the morning of June 
22, a decrease of incoming sewage was 
noted. The observation led to discovery 
of a leak in the city’s main sewage 
transmission line under Memorial 
Bridge. 

City clerk Kathy O’Rear reported that 
city personnel took immediate action to 
determine the cause of the leakage. A 
dye test conducted on the Memorial 
Bridge line detected a seepage of un- 
treated effluent, although no discharge 
of solids was observed. 

The city arranged emergency repairs 
and notified appropriate officials at both 
the Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources and the District Health De- 
partment #3. 

Beaches from M-32 to Lord Road 
were closed when the health depart- 
ment issued a temporary advisory 
against whole-body contact with Lake 
Charlevoix water in the vicinity. With 
temperatures soaring in the 90s, the 
beach at Tourist Park was blocked off 
and posted. 

With the assistance of a local diver, 
DPW personnel were able to complete 


a temporary repair to a worn gasket on 
the sewer line by 2 p.m. Thursday, 
about five hours after the first flow 
discrepancy was discovered. 

Friday morning, a professional ma- 
rine diver assisted city personnel in 
assessing and strengthening the tempo- 
rary repairs. Officials were scheduled 
to discuss permanent repairs with a 
marine contractor June 26. Some finan- 
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cial assistance will come through a DNR 
grant. 

It was estimated that no more than 
100,000 gallons of the untreated efflu- 
ent escaped into Lake Charlevoix. Wa- 
ter samples were scheduled to be col- 
lected by the health department again 
on Friday. Pending results, the city ex- 
pected to have the swimming advisory 
lifted by Sat., June 24,

fireworks, sheriff urges 


The upcoming Fourth of July is a time of 
celebration. Let’s not make it a time of 
tragedy, too, when it comes to the dangers 
of mishandling fireworks. 

I know it’s part of the Fourth tradition, 
but too often we have people suffering 
severe injuries because of fireworks. 

There are two types of fireworks. The 
first kind are “Class B” fireworks and are 
manufactured and used for professional 
displays. They are over 2 1/2 inches in 
diameter and can contain more than 50 
grams of explosive compounds. 

The second kind of fireworks are called 
“Class C.” These are the kind commonly 
sold in stores for consumer use. They in- 
clude sparklers, fire crackers and “foun- 
tain” types of tube fireworks. These fire- 
works are approved by the Consumer Prod- 
ucts Safety Commission, but many states 
ban a portion of them. Michigan is among 
those that ban most types of fireworks. 

The real danger in fireworks is the fact 
that many “Class B” fireworks are brought 
into the state by bootleggers. One of those 
include the M-80, which, contrary to popu- 
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lar belief, is not a quarter stick of dynamite, 
but can still blow a finger off. 
The vest thing you can do for your family 
is to educate them. Always follow the di- 
rections on the packaging. Never hold fire- 
works in your hands or around your eyes or 
ears. Always use fireworks in an open area, 
and never, never check a malfunctioning 
firework. Always leave it alone for at least 
an hour, and soak it with water to ensure 
that it won't explode. Let's make it a great 
holiday by making it a safe holiday.

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Lawsuit settlement reached in MADD dispute 


Mothers Against Drunk 
Driving and MADD’s 
Michigan State Organiza- 
tion announced today that 
they have reached an ami- 
cable settlement of a law- 
suit which commenced ear- 
lier this year. The announce- 
ment was made jointly by 
Michigan State Organiza- 
tion Chair Bob Brokenshire 
in Midland and MADD’s 


National Executive Direc- 
tor Dean Wilkerson in Irv- 
ing, Texas. 

Both sides agreed that the 
settlement will enable 
MADD to go forward in a 
spirit of renewed coopera- 
tion to fight drunk driving 
in Michigan and through- 
out the nation. The two sides 
met with Federal Judge Ber- 


nard Friedman to resolve 
the lawsuit in mid-May. 
They will form committees 
to work with each other to 
implement the settlement. 
The lawsuit was filed by 
the Michigan State Organi- 
zation in February. The dis- 
pute centered around funds 
raised in Michigan that were 
transferred in 1993-1994 to 
the national office. The law- 


suit also challenged certain 
policies and procedures of 
the organization. 

Under the terms of the 
agreement, the Michigan 
State Organization has 
agreed to follow the poli- 
cies set forth by MADD’s 
national volunteer board of 
directors and the MADD 
board has agreed to develop 
a fair procedure for han- 


dling internal disputes. 

In addition, the national 
office will be conducting 
several programs in Michi- 
gan at its expense, which 
will enhance opportunities 
for MADD activists to re- 
ceive training and increase 
the level of drunk driving 
prevention and victim as- 
sistance measures in the 
State.

Citing the results and rec- 
ommendations of recent 
studies by AAA-Michigan 
and the State Safety 
Commission's Novice 
Driver Entry System Task 
Force, State Representative 
Dan Gustafson (R- 
Williamston), has intro- 
duced legislation to estab- 
lish a statewide “graduated 
driver licensure” system. 
The bill is designed to help 
reduce the disproportionate 
number of traffic crashes 
and fatalities among young 
people. 

Gustafson’s proposal, 
House Bill 4763, basically 
calls for a three tier licens- 
ing system as well as an 
innovative two-part driver 
education program at the 
high school level. 


To enter Level I, the 
learner’s permit phase, par- 
ticipants must be 15 years 
old, pass a vision test, com- 
plete the first segment of a 
driver education course and 
have parental approval. The 
license would be valid any 
time a parent or legal guard- 
ian accompanies the driver. 


Atthis level, drivers must 
also log SO hours of driving 
including 10 hours at night. 
Participants must also com- 
plete a second phase of 
driver education and be 
crash/violation free for 90 
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New licensing for novice drivers 


days. Level II, the provi- 
sional license level, can be 


- entered into at age 16 only 


when all first-level require- 
ments are met. In addition, 
participants must have 
passed adriver performance 
road test. 

Level II licensees could 
drive from 5 a.m. to 11 p.m. 
with only one nonfamily 
member passenger. From 11 
p.m. to5 a.m., Level II driv- 
ers would have to be ac- 
companied by a parent or 
guardian unless traveling to 
or from work. 

At age 17, drivers would 
become eligible for Level 
III probationary licensing. 
Eligible drivers must be 
crash and violation free for 
one year in Level II or have 
reached age 18. All previ- 
ous restrictions are re- 
moved. 

Each level includes spe- 
cifically designed driver 
improvement programs. In 


addition, Levels II and III 
include a provision to sus- 
pend licenses for serious of- 
fenses. 

Anew, and different color 
license would be issued at 
each level. 


This legislation comes at 
a time when state statistics 
show young drivers are in- 
volved in an increasing 
number of crashes and fatal 
accidents. 


In 1993, drivers age 17 
and under accounted for 
only 3 percent of all licensed 
drivers in Michigan, but 
constituted 7.1 percent of 
drivers involved in all 
crashes, 7.7 percent of those 
in injury crashes, and 6.2 
percent of drivers in fatal 
accidents. In the last 10 
years, this age group’s over- 
representation has increased 
11.4 percent for all crashes, 
121 percent for injury 
crashes and 114 percent in 


fatal crashes. 

The 67th District law- 
maker emphasized that the 
driver licensing system in 
Michigan, with the excep- 
tion of commercial driver 
licensing, has remained es- 
sentially unchanged since 
1961. 

“These numbers are stag- 
gering. The time has come 
torevise the state’s outdated 
licensing system for novice 
drivers before more of our 
young people are injured or 
killed,” Gustafson said. 
“This legislation addresses 
the problems with the cur- 
rent system by outlining a 
graduated plan of licensing 
similar to successful pro- 
grams currently used in 
California, Maryland and 
Oregon.” 

Gustafson presented his 
plan to the Michigan Driver 
and Traffic Safety Educa- 
tion Association at their re- 
cent state conference.

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Adeline Bowerman — everybody’s teacher

Adeline Bowerman will serve as 
Grand Marshall of the Jordan Valley 
Freedom Festival Grand Parade. Look 


- for her historical portrayal as the pa- 


rade makes its way through East Jor- 
dan, beginning at 4 p.m., Sat., July 1. 

Adeline Bowerman probably knows the 
name of almost every child that went to 
East Jordan Elementary School from 1948 
to 1972. 

That’s because she had most of those 
children in one of her primary classes, and 
beginning in 1959, she taught every kinder- 
gartner that attended the school. 

Teaching that long in any school is un- 
usual in our present mobile society, but a 
number of teachers have been fixtures at 
East Jordan at least as long. Several things 
make Mrs. Bowerman especially remark- 
able. 

Most amazing is how she remembers all 
those kids — just counting her kindergarten 
classes, that means 640 children have a 
place in her memory. But youngsters she 
taught the very first year, and the other 
classes in between are just as easily identi- 
fied. 

She has nearly every one of their class 
pictures, and one look takes her thoughts 
back to the former child, and what each 
individual was like — how well they read or 
sang, their parents’ names, their siblings 
names. 

She remembers them because she was a 
part of their lives, not just at school, but 
through church and Scouting, and they were 
a part of her life. 

“I loved them all,” she explains. “They 
were like an extended family.” 

Mrs. Bowerman doesn’t just live in the 
past, either. She keeps track of her former 
students, and usually knows who they mar- 
ried, where they are living, if they have 
children. Keep in mind that the youngest of 
these students are now 28 years old — and 
the oldest? Well, you can figure it out! 

She takes a great deal of pride in the 
accomplishments of those students — she 
keeps track, never writing things down, but

knowing nevertheless. She recalls, for ex- 
ample, a boy in the class that she had three 
years in a row — as first, second, then third 
graders. He was a victim of polio, and 
unable to walk, so as his teacher in the early 
‘50s, Mrs. Bowerman spent much time 
carrying him from place to place. 

“He grew up to be salutatorian of his 
class,” she proudly reports. 

Adeline Hyatt -was. a teacher for nine 
years, part of the time in Napoleon where 
she was bom andraised, and part of the time 
in Howell. 

During World War II, she was working 
one summer as a waitress in Detroit. A 
regular customer at the restaurant caught 
her eye — he was Edgar Bowerman. By 
September, the couple had visited each 
other’s family — hers in Napoleon, his in 
East Jordan - and in December, they were 
married. 

She didn’t teach when they moved to 
East Jordan in 1945, because Ed didn’t 
want her working full time. Instead, they 
began developing a resort on the shores of 
Lake Charlevoix. They built a marina (Swan 
Marina — now Swan Valley) and some 
cabins to rent on M-66 North, eventually 
adding a six-unit motel. 

“There were only five places between 
here and the city limits when we started,” 
Mrs. Bowerman noted.

“Mr. Wade (the district superintendent) 
was after me to teach ever since I moved 
here,” said Mrs. Bowerman. So she ac- 
cepted a position and was assigned a class 
of first and second-graders. 

At the end of the year, she received a 
raise, “So I couldn’t quit.” 

And she didn’t quit for another 22 years. 

“They kept offering a raise at the end of 
every year,” she says with a wink, “So Thad 
to keep going back.” 

Teaching, helping with the resort, and 
taking care of two small children (Don and 
Sandy) kept her busy. But she still found 
time to direct the children’s choir at the 
Methodist Church, and as her own kids 
grew, to get involved in their activities. For 
example, she and Helen Gibbard organized 
Cub Scouts in the area, and a few years 
later, Adeline also organized a Girl Scout 
troop. 


She stayed active in all those organiza. 
tions until 1972 — the year she retired from 
teaching. Then she and Ed took up their 
dream of traveling. 

“We visited every continental state ex. 
cept Maine,” Adeline says. They wintered 
in Florida and traveled in a camper. 

Now that Ed is gone, she still keeps busy, 
enjoying her family, bird watching and 
many types of needlework and crafts. She is 
spending lots of time right now organizing 
her collection of school memorabilia for a 
special exhibit at Huckle’s Gallery during 
the Freedom Fest. 

She never forgets her role as educator, 
and will teach a little history as she portrays 
Betsy Ross in the upcoming festival pa- 
rade. She recently put together a collection 
of her childhood memories and hopes to 
similarly write down later memories. 

“T’ve had a beautiful life,” she muses. “I 
enjoy living every minute, and I’m grateful 
for every morning I can get up.” 

The people around her are grateful as 
well, for this remarkable, lively lady.

With sweltering heat and no rain, the dog 
days of August have arrived two months 
early. 

Just how has the heat affected the fishing 
in our area? For the most part, it hasn’t hurt 
the catch rates that we as anglers have been 
experiencing. It has changed what the fish 
are doing — if you are one of the anglers able 
to adjust, you probably have been just fine. 
The method for catching fish depends on 
what fish you are after. 

The walleye fishing has been very good 
on area lakes. The bite has switched to a 
night bite and the best bait by far has been 
night crawlers. I have heard many reports 
of success by fishermen catching fish in 
good numbers at dusk or dawn. 

The day time bite has radically slowed 
from two weeks ago. The heat has caused 
substantial weed growth. All of these sunny 
days have really helped the weeds to ma- 
ture-and I would classify the growth as 
summer peak. 

Stable barometer and rising water tem- 
peratures have taken us from a cool spring 
to at least a week ahead in a hot summer. 
Normally this area doesn’t hit the summer 
peak until the first week in July, or later on 
some of the larger inland lakes. 

Just what does the summer peak period 
mean to anglers? Simple — it is the best time 
of the summer period to fish. The fish are in 
a positive feeding mood, and the whole lake 
is just busting with activity. 

This doesn’t mean that all you have to do 
is throw in your line and you are going to 
catch a fish. You still have to put your 
offering in front of them and still have to 
concentrate on your presentation. 

What it does mean is generally speaking, 


‘the fish are more aggressive, and will chase 


down a bait a bit faster than when they are 
more neutral about feeding. 

I suggest you walleye chasers try trolling 
minnow-imitating baits such as Rapalas’ 
Bomber long A’s, Storm Thundersticks, 
and so on at night in shallow water to pick 
up some fish. These are the best ways at this 
time of year to get the better quality fish. I 


still think that some big fish are just pro- 
grammed never to see the light of day. 

For smallmouth fishing, try the big wa- 
ters of Lake Michigan or one of the Traverse 
bays. Smallmouth are coming up on the 
shallow rock reefs in huge numbers right 
now. Some in East Bay are already starting 
to Spawn. 

Try throwing 3 to 5-inch plastic grubs on 
1/8-ounce jigs or casting number 7 or 9 
jointed Rapala minnow baits on the shadow 
side of rocks. 

The bite on Thursday was really fun. On 
inland lakes the bass are finished spawning 
and the post spawn is on us. There are good 
numbers of catchable fish along the breaks 
in 5 to 9 feet of water. On grubs try Kalin’s 
3 or 5-incher in colors salt and pepper or 
smoke. 

Smoke works great if you see cadis fly 
hulls on the water. Many lakes are reporting 
cadis fly hatches. This is truly a sign of the 
summer peak. 

Stream anglers are reporting good catches 
of brook trout in many area streams, and 
some said they did very well with dry flies. 
Many of the streams have multiple bug 
hatches, so bring an assortment with you 
when you head out. Reports of good brown 
trout catches have come from the Sturgeon, 
Pigeon, Boardman and Rapid rivers. 

Get out on the water and beat the heat. 
You don’t have any excuse, since it’s too 
hot and dry to mow the lawn.

Talk about plain and sim- 
ply poor — we lived in a 
chicken coop (parts are still 
Standing as I write this) 
about a mile from Chestonia 
on State Road. 

I remember going after 
the cows to bring them in 
for milking. In the fall, I 
made tracks in the frost with 
my bare feet. Ioften jumped 
on a tame cow to warm my 


feet for a few seconds,on_ 


her udder. I would even run 
and jump into fresh hot cow- 
pies to warm my feet. The 
frost would clean them be- 
fore I got back to what we 
called a barn. 

we We. gotanew pair of high- 
top boots in the fall, but we 
could only wear them to 
school. In the spring we cut 
the tops off to have a pair of 
what looked like work 
shoes. By summer, what 
was left of the boots would 
fall apart and we would be 
bare-footed again. But that 
didn’t bother us very much, 
as we knew where the poi- 
son ivy vines were along 
the creek banks! 

The reason for the chicken 
coop ~— I was born on 3rd 
Street in Detroit, July 14, 
1923, in ablind pig (socalled 
because the brew produced 
in such establishments often 
had the unintended effect of 
blinding the consumer) in 
the Red Light District. 

My father started making 
beer for his own use (it was 
the Prohibition.) He called 
it Fred’s Home Brew. I re- 
member seeing him sitting 
in front of the row of crocks 
in our basement filling 
bottles from a rubber hose 
with a start-it bulb attached. 

Anyway, his friends liked 
the brew, so he was in busi- 
ness in the Roaring Twen- 
ties, getting $1 per bottle 
for the stuff.
